line at the same nonconforming distance within a required setback may be allowed providing that 
the extension creates no new nonconformities, nor increases any open space nonconformities, and 
that no such extension shall be permitted unless”; and, later in the same sentence by deleting the 
word, “alteration”, and inserting in place thereof the word, “extension”; or take any action related 
thereto.

Keeping of no more than six hen chickens (as opposed to roosters) for egg-laying, pet, or other 
purposes.” and by adding the words “Yes” in the columns headed R0, Rl, and R2, immediately 
thereafter; or take any action related thereto.

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allowed at Robbins Farm Park, determine penalties for violation thereof, or take any action related 
thereto.

ARTICLE 22 BYLAW AMENDMENT/LOCATIONS FOR 

UNFENCED OFF LEASH DOG AREAS

Article 2, Canine Control, of title VIII of the Bylaws to provide that, notwithstanding any other 
provision of the Bylaws as they may from time to time be amended, unleashed dogs shall not be 
allowed on any unfenced area of land within Town limits to which the public has access within 
fifty (50) yards of a playground and/or within ten (10) yards of a residential property line, 
determine penalties for violation thereof, or take any action related thereto.

ARTICLE 23 BYLAW AMENDMENT/INCREASE DOG LICENSING FEES 

To see if the Town will vote (1) to amend Title IX, Article 3, Town Fees and Charges, Section

females and neutered males and from $15 to $30 for unspayed females and unneutered males; (2) 
to amend Title VIII, Article 2, Dogs, Section 4, Licensing, of the Bylaws to impose a fine for 
violation of $50 after 45 days in violation, and an additional fine of $50 after 90 days in violation 
of Section 4; and/or (3) to request the Finance Committee to apply revenue attributable to these 
Bylaw changes to fund existing or increased animal-control efforts, or take any action related 
thereto.

LOCAL APPROVAL FOR PLACING OF LIENS ON CERTAIN 
PROPERTIES IN THE TOWN OF ARLINGTON 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the placement of so-called “municipal charges liens” on 
real property located within the Town for failure to pay specified fees or charges owed the Town, 
or take any action related thereto.

ARTICLE 27 HOME RULE LEGISLATION/AFTER SCHOOL 

SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize and request the Board of Selectmen to file Home Rule 
Legislation that would establish a new endowment fund to be modeled after, but maintained 
separately from, the Dollars for Scholars fund. The purpose of said new endowment shall be to 
provide scholarship money for after-school activities for Arlington Public School students, as 
defined by the School Department; said endowment to be managed by the Town Treasurer, and 
distributed by the School Department. The Treasurer shall report the status of this fund annually 
to the Town Meeting. Funding for said new endowment to be raised through the tax check off 
program included in the mailings of the quarterly property tax and excise tax bills, or take any 
action related thereto.

advisable reorganizations, consolidations and/or abolition of town/school departments, boards, 
committees or offices or their duties or functions, consistent with promoting the fiscal well-being 
of the Town; and to petition the General Court for enabling legislation if necessary and amend the 
Bylaws if appropriate to accomplish same; the committee shall be charged with the performance of 
their duties after consultation with the Town’s independent auditing firm; the membership of the 
committee shall include the following: the Town Manager or his designee; the Superintendent of 
Schools or her designee; a member or the Finance Committee as designated by its Chairman; a 
member of the Board of Selectmen as designated by its Chairman; a member of the School 
Committee as designated by its Chairman; one (1) Town Meeting Member as designated by the 
Town Moderator; the Town Treasurer; the Town Comptroller; and the author of this Article; the 
names of all committee appointees shall be forwarded to the Selectmen’s Office by the authorized 
officials NO LATER THAN thirty (30) days from the date of adjournment of the 2009 Annual 
Town Meeting; the Selectmen committee member shall act as Temporary Chair with the 
responsibility of scheduling the date, time and location of the organizational meeting of said 
committee and shall designate a qualified person to serve as secretary to the committee; the 
committee shall be prepared to submit its preliminary report to the Board of Selectmen, School 
Committee and Finance Committee on or before March 1, 2010; determine how the money to 
operate the committee shall be raised or expended; or take any action related thereto.

ARTICLE 33 ESTABLISH PAY AS YOU THROW TRASH COLLECTION SYSTEM

WHEREAS, The Iraq AUMF stated in relevant part that the President was authorized to use the 
armed forces of United States in order to (1) defend the national security of the United States 
against the continuing threat posed by Iraq and (2) enforce all relevant United Nations Security 
Council Resolutions regarding Iraq; and 

WHEREAS, U.S forces, including members of the Massachusetts National Guard and guard 
members from other states, have long since addressed the purposes recited under the AUMF, to 
wit, Iraq does not pose a continuing threat to the national security of the United States, and there 
are no relevant United Nations Security Council Resolutions regarding Iraq yet to be enforced; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Iraq AUMF has therefore expired by its own terms, and other than the AUMF, 
there is no authority under the Constitution or the laws of the United States for the continued 
presence of Massachusetts National Guard members in Iraq; and 

WHEREAS, the Afghanistan AUMF of September 2001 (Public Law No. 107-40) is overly broad 
and could be construed to allow the President to call up the Massachusetts National Guard to go 
indefinitely to Iraq, Afghanistan or any other country deemed part of the “war on terror;” and 

WHEREAS, the Massachusetts National Guard is needed in Massachusetts to help with storms, 
floods, and other emergencies; and 

WHEREAS, The maintenance of Massachusetts National Guard members in Iraq beyond the time 
and scope set for the in the AUMF has resulted in significant harm to Guard members and their 
families, including death and injury, loss of time together, and financial hardships; and 

WHEREAS, A bill has been introduced in the Massachusetts Legislature by State Representative 
Sean Garballey to ask the Governor to withhold deployment of the National Guard where an 
authorization for military force has by its terms expired and is no longer valid, and also to request 
the return of deployed National Guard; 

Be it therefore resolved that the Arlington Town Meeting endorses and supports efforts, including 
this bill, to return home units of the Massachusetts National Guard already deployed in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, and to prevent the future deployments of the Guard to Iraq and Afghanistan; or take 
any action related thereto.

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HOW TO VOTE BY ABSENTEE BALLOT 


Reasons for voting absentee 

You may vote absentee if you are registered and will be unable to vote at the polls on Election Day 
because of 

Absence from the Town 
Physical disability 
Religious beliefs 

Illegal absentee voting is punishable by a fine of up to $10,000 and up to five years in prison. 

Applying for an absentee ballot 

You must apply for an absentee ballot from the Town Clerk no later than noon of the day before 
the election. Applications may be mailed or hand delivered and you may use any form of written 
communication (letter or postcard) or the official application form. 

Include on the application 

Your name as registered 
Your registration address 
Precinct, if you know it 

The precise address to which you wish the ballot sent 
Your own signature 

Requesting to vote by mail 

A ballot will be sent to any address you specify including your own home. Be sure to apply early 
because the ballots must be sent by mail and may be returned by mail or hand delivered. 

Requesting to vote in person 

If you prefer, you may request to vote in person before Election Day. You may vote at the Town 
Hall before Election Day at a time arranged with the Clerk, but application for your ballot must be 
made no later than noon of the day before the election . A voter may apply for an absentee ballot 
and then vote over-the-counter during the same visit. 

Applying to vote if you are absent from the state, in the armed services or a prisoner 

Registered and unregistered residents of Massachusetts outside the state and residents on active 
duty in the armed forces and merchant marine and their spouses or dependents, and prisoners, may 
vote absentee. They may request an absentee ballot from the Town where they legally reside (if 
outside the U.S., where they resided last before leaving). In addition, a close relative may apply on 
their behalf in person at the Town Clerk's Office. 
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A parent of a registered voter who is a student at a Massachusetts college or university may apply 
for an absentee ballot on the student's behalf to the Town Clerk where the student is registered. 

In all cases, unregistered voters must register in person when they return to the state, since this 
does not establish permanent registration. 

What if I am permanently physically disabled? 

If you are permanently physically disabled and cannot cast your vote at the polling place, you may 
file a letter from your physician with the Town Clerk, stating that you are permanently unable to 
cast your vote at the polling place because of physical disability. A completed application for an 
absentee ballot, for you to sign and return, must be mailed by the Town Clerk to you at least 28 
days before every primary and election. 

NOTE: Voters who are admitted to a health care facility after noon of the fifth day before an 
election may apply for an absentee ballot up until the polls close on the day of the election (rather 
than noon the day before the election) and must designate a person to hand deliver and return the 
absentee ballot. 
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
